knots an hour; tho appropriation to be avail- 
able for four years from March 4 instant, 
the construction of tho vessels to bo under 
the provisions of tho act of Aug. U, 1S&G, 03 
to materials and machinery; for every quar- 
ter knot of speed abovo twenty an Lour tho 
contractor to receive a premium o? $50,000, 
and for every quarter knot below twenty 
knots on hour of spoed, a deduction of $00,-

expended ; for armament, S^,t'§0,000.

A Speculation Upon tuo Origin of ttio 


' • 
Kudo Mountaineers. 


The origin o! tho rnountiinecrs lhat in- 


habit tho ranges from Virginia to Aikansos 
is c. subject .that might tempt tho curiosity o£ 
a serious historian. The vestiges of the airly 
population, and ot some ot the singular epi- 
sodic inroads that accompanied tho Ktendy 
flow o£ English colonization, are still plainly 
perceptible. From the semi-ducal plantations 
ot tho king's favorites in Virginia uud the 
Carolinas many oil thoso unfortunate or 
criminal wretches who wero transported from 
tho mother country to to penal slaves in tho 
fields of heartless, and mostly absentee, mas- 
ters, escaped into tho refuge ot tho moun- 
tains, and. animated hy a despairing hope of 
frecdom, sought the most inaccessible hiding 
places. 


To tho escaped convict, trembling under 


tho remembranco of a master's lash and will- 
ins to d"™ any native danger to escapo tho 
slavery ho had fled, tho approach of another 
refugee was as full of terror as of comfort, 
Tht! runaway felon could trust nobody; 'or 
perhaps, he had a brand upon his forehead to 
hide from curious eyes, and wherever ho mado 
his homo it was kept remote from neighbor- 
nhip, and made as uninviting as possible to 
ail venturous or nuspicious eyes. There is 
littlo doubt that among tho first settlera^of 
tho mountains were these British convicts 
sold into slavery to tho American plantations, 
and condemned to a life of laborious servi- 
tude, which they- only escaped by such hard- 
ships as could tempt no free man, Tho freo 
pioneer and tho woodsman pushed oil across 
tho mountains or through tho passes and 
cleared for himself an ompiro arid garden in 
fi-rlilo Kentucky and middle Tennessee, or 
sought tho softer air and cotton lands of tho 
.Southern states. Tho escaped convict was 
afraid to venture in cither direction, lest ho 
should rush into tho bonds oC a former master 
or overseer, who would identify and re-enslavo 
him. " 
- 
So, with that last instinct for personal free- 


dom that has always possessed tho Caucasian 
race in every 'nrlj; na clung to the mountains 
of his refuge, secure in his solitude and get- 
ting his ponce in the impregnability of. ha re- 
treat. It win*, perhop», an inherited instinct, 
therefore, that made tho mountaineers liato 
negro tlnvcryns bitter us tho most determined 
abolitionists of tho north, and which led them 
by force of fate to join tho Union armies 
when the civil war caiuo on. Tho mountain 
regions not only furnished the northern armies 
thousand* of soldiers but also maintained 
warm sympathy for this car.se in tho rear mid 
front of the Union lines, and it is rot singu- 
lar, 
perlmp*, that they have continued in 


sympathy with the Republican party aa in- 
iitinctirely us has the emancipated negro.—Y.

taminated 1*01111—Timely Advice. 


Questions .".3 to t'uo dangers lo health con- 


nected wiih the use of ico takfsn from certain 
localities aro of great interest, tho moro so 
since disease produced by tho use of contam- 
inated ico could raruly be traced to it* true 
cause', which in most cases would probably 
not bo even siifijoctcil. Attention \v:is in fact 
not culled to this maLtcr until IST."*, when an 
epidemic of diarrhea at llyo ISeacb, N. II., 
WILS clearly traced to ico out from :i contam- 
inated pond. Since that timo tho .same cnuso 
has been suspected or proved in about halt .1 
dozen ciusos of occurrence of tynhoi'l fever or 
of diarrhea. Certainly this is a very small 
proportion of bad results as compared with tho 
almost unh'ci'snl use of ico, especially when 
u*o remember that people will cut ico from 
strcnnisor pomls slial, tboy would consider too 
impure Lo fLirnish drinking water, becans 
they think 1'rco/ing [mrilies water. While tl 
purification ol1 water by froe/.in^ does occ'ii 
to a considerable extent, it is by no meal1 
complete or to bo reliod on. Freezing doi 
not destroy Iho vitality of somo bacteria, no 
does it .specially tend to free the water fro, 
dead organic matter. That freezing will no 
destroy the life of the bacillus oi' typkoi 
fever in shown by Dr. Billings in a coinmuni 
cation which is given in another column o 
this journal.
